This  Colleflion  of  Antidotes ,  altho’, 
no  Epidemical  Dijeafe  fiiould  happen  (which 
God  ^  in  his  Mercy  avert)  is  of  univerfal 
Tendency,  and  fpealts  for  itfelf :  The  Au- 
tnors  were  all  Phyficians  of  great  Experi¬ 
ence,  Tome. of  whom  liv’d  thro’ five  or  fix 
in  which  they  had  been  fingularly 
iuccefsful  •  and  after  that  devouring  Flame 
was  Extinguilh’d,  they  had  in  all  their  fuc- 
ceedmg  Pradhce,  ftill  a  mighty  Efteem  for 
luch  Antidotes  and  Alexipharmicks  as  had 

been 


been  Serviceable  to  them,  when  they  flood  fo 
much  in  need  of  their  Affiftance,on  which  Oc- 
cafion  they  invented  and  introduced  a  whole 
Set  or  Collection  of  ’em,  into  PraCt ice  among 
which  you  have  the  various  Frefcriptions  of 
Sir  Walter  RawleigFs  great  Cordial,  that  of 
Sir  Kenelm  Digby’s  Diaphoretick,  Gafcoyne 
Powder,  with  the  Goa-Stone,  and  a  great 
Variety  of  the  Lapis  Contrayerva,  with ‘many 
others  $  all  which  are  very  valuable  in 
their  Kinds,  and  confequently,  I  doubt  not 
but  the  Publication  of  this  will  meet  with 
a  Reception  equal  to  the  Merits  of  thofe 
learned  Gentlemen,  who  were  the  Compi¬ 
lers  of  the  feveral  Recipe's  and  Frefcriptions 
therein  contain'd,  which  were  certainly  Stu¬ 
died  and  found  Ufeful  for  the  publick  Ser¬ 
vice. 

Now,  let,  me  beg  leave  of  your  learned 
Society  to  make  fome  decent  and  modeft 
Remarks  upon  your  laft  Edition,  of  your 
Pharmacopeia  that  from  the  Juftnefs  of 
thofe  Obfervations,  you  yourfelves  may 
Judge  of  the  Neceifity  there  is  for  a  Refor¬ 
mation  of  the  fame,  and  from  the  Speci¬ 
mens  I  fhall  give,  make  the  World  fenftble 
of  the  Ufefulnefs  of  fuch  an  Undertaking, 
which,  with  the  laft  Regards  due  to  your 
venerable  Body,  I  fubmit  to  impartial 
Judgment.  And  in  the  firft  Place,  I  fhall 
not  waft  Time,  either  upon  the  Method,  or 
Materials  you  have  made  Choice  of  in  the 
Simples  conducive  to  your  Difpenfatory , 
whether  Roots,  Barks,  Woods,  Herbs,  Flow- 


ers,  Fruits,  Seeds  or  the  like,  but  do  think 
it  wou’d  have  been  a  Juftice  due  to  the 
publick,  as  well  as  an  Advantage  to  the 
Frofeffion  to  have  inform’d  them,  which  of 
thofe  Simples  molt  conftantly  are  in  life, 
which  are  feldom  ufed,  and  which  are  ne¬ 
ver  ufed  at  all  •,  which  Things  are  very  Ma¬ 
terial,  that  Time  and  Money  may  not  be 
thrown  away  upon  what  is  perfectly  Ufelefs  • 
as  the  Roots  of  Anthone  an  Exotick,  cal¬ 
led  the  Counter-poifon  to  Monkfhood, 
not  Trafficked  in,  and  of  no  Virtues  that 
are  recommended  by  the  Experience  of  the 
Faculty.  2dly.  Arundinis  Saccharina  *,  the 
common  Reed  and  Sugar-Cane  Roots  of  no 
Medicinal  ufe.  The  Roots  of  Kings  Spear 
or  Afphodel,  Male  and  Female,  not  Us’d  or 
even  Sold  in  the  Druggift,  or  Apothecaries 
Shops,  and  many  more. 

The  next  are  thofe  which,  are  feldom, 
or  very  rarely  ufed,  fuch  as  HerviodaRyhy 
Woad,  Fullers  Thiftle,  Hog-Fennel,  Stinking 
Gladon,  and  an  hundred  others  mention’d  to 
little  or  no  Purpcfe,  which  had  been  better 
left  out,  both,  for  the  eafe  of  the  Apothe¬ 
cary,  and  the  Prcfcriber,  who  is  at  firft  em- 
barrafskl  in  fo  large  a  Field  of  Materials, 
loaded  by  fome  Authors  with  great  Enco- 
comiums  of  the  Feats  they  have  done  in 
Phyiick,  which  are  too  apt  to  flatter  and  di- 
fappoint  the  Prefumptions  of  a  young  Pra¬ 
ctitioner.  ,  , 

I  Shall  pafs  by  the  reft  of  the  Simples 
in  this  ihort  Account,  and  leave  ’em  to  a 

ftricter 


Sricter  Enquiry,  when  I  come  to  publifh  the 
pharmacopeia  Reformat aA  and  fo  proceed  to 
fome  more  material  Obfervations,  among 
which,  I  {hall  firft  take  Notice  of,  the  Oxy- 
mel  fcilliticum,  which  you  have  Prefcrib'd 
juft  in  the  fame  manner  as  formerly,  viz . 
Three  Pounds  of  Clarified  Honey,  to  two  Pounds 
of  Vinegar  of  Squills  •  whereas  in  Juftnefs  to  the 
Operation,  and  Effects  of this  Medicine ,  here 
fhould  be  three  Pounds  of  Yinegar  of  Squills , 
to  two  Pounds  of  Honey,  otherwife  the  Me- 
Aecine  is  fo  clogged  with  the  Honey,  that  the 
Efficacy  thereof  is  loft,  and  the  Ace  turn 
hath  not  power  to  affift  the  Digeftion,  cut 
the  vifcous  Flegm,  difcharge  Wind  and  four 
Belchings  from  the  Stomach,  and  ftrengtheri 
the  Appetite  *,  for  which  it  is  a  noble  Re¬ 
medy,  was  it  not  fo  very  Naufeous :  but  it 
may  be  excellently  adapted  by  a  skillful  and 
judicious  'Phylician,  who  by  mixing  equal 
parts  of  the  Acetuni  fcilliticum  and  Oxymel 
will  gain  his  Intentions. 

I  Can  not  be  furpriz'd  that  you  have 
overlook'd  this  among  fo  many  other  Com- 
polltions,  which  are  fo  Faulty,  that  they 
are  not  capable  of  being  made  up,  or 
if  they  could,  wou'd  be  of  no  Ufe,  fince 
you  are  pleas'd  to  perfift  in  your  daily  Pra¬ 
ctice  to  prefcribe  Galbanum  along  with  Am¬ 
moniac  um,  in  order  to  be  diffolv'd,  in  black 
Cherry- water,  or  other  the  like  Vehicle, 
and  are  angry  with  the  Apothecary,  when 
he  tells  you  plain,  that  he  knows  not  how 
to  diflolve  Galbanum  in  an  aqueous  Body, 
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tho’  Ammomactim  will  familiarly  do  it  •  if 
this  Point  had  been  clear’d  up  in  your  laft 
Edition  of  the  London  Difpenfatorj,  and 
new  Rules  given  to  the  Apothecary,  hew  to 
make  his  DifTolution  of  Galbanum,  this 

.  wou  d  ha™  tee»  a  great  Improvement,  and 
given  _a  New  turn  to  the  Difpenfations  of 
Medicines  but  till  then,  we  fhall  believe  it 
was  not  fo  artfully  Corredted,  as  we  had 
Rea  foil  to  expedt  from  Perfons  fo  well  quali¬ 
fy  d  i  otherwise  the  Spirit*  Lavendi.U  com- 
pojitm  would  hardly  have  remain’d  in  the 
Condition  it  ftands,  confidering  it  is  fuch  a 
Farrago  of  mconfiftences  unskilfully  blend- 
€d,  the  Produce  of  which,  is  nothing  at  all  • 
wh^n  at  the  fame  time  the  flmple  Spirit  of 
Lavender  is  fo  excellently  ufeful,  and  may 

be  enrich  d  at  the  Phyfciaifs  pleafure,  with 
all  the  Volatile  Aromatmks,  &c.  according 

to  the  Nature  of  the  Cafe,  becoming  by  thil 
Means  a  Spintus  LayendnU  Extemporaneo 

Y oue  Aqm  Faonhi  Compojita,  or  Peony- wa- 
ter  Compound,  is  an  excellent  Prefcription 
but  wants  much  of  what  it  was  from  Largin' 
wno  calls  it  his  Epileptic!,  Water,  which  Re- 
ceipt  I  fhall  give  you  (as  it  was  Originally)  . 
in  the  i  bar  mac  opei  a  Reformats  =  in  the  in  te

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grand  Medley  of  a  multitude  of  STmpTes 
jumbl'd  together  without  Order  or  Delign  s, 
the  great  eft  Part  of  which  are  either  ufelefs, 
or  ineffectual.  1  ihall  fatisfie  my  own  Opi¬ 
nion  only  to  declare  that  as  generally  us'd, 
and  apply 'd,  they  are  both  dangerous  Me¬ 
dicines  ill  prepar'd,  very  Hot  and  of  difagree-4 
able  Qualities  to  the  Intentions  they  ate 
adminiftred.  The  grand  Reafon  that  has 
i  induc'd  all  Sorts  of  People  to  the  life  of 
them,  have  been  drawn  from  the  Authority 
and  Experience  of  the  Antients-,  Galen  faj^s 
they,  hath  fpoken  in  Praife  of  Treacle  in  two 
Pieces  of  his,  diredred  to  Pifo,  and  Primphi- 
lianus.  To  which  I  anfwer,  that  the  Autho¬ 
rity  cited,  is  of  no  force,  becaufe  they  do 
ij  not  appear  to  be  Galen  %  Writings,  but  falfly 
j  attributed  to  him,  which  is  the  more  Evi- 
1  dent  from  the  Stile  and  Manner  of  Writing, 
f  which  is  foreign  from  that  of  Galen's,  befides 
:.j  there  are  feveral  Terms,  and  Words  made 
life  of  not  elfewhere  to  be  found  in  the  faid 
Author's  Works,  according  to  the  learned 
Mercnrialis ,  who  fays,  in  eo  pluriina  verba  d 
Galena  nufqtiam  nfurpata ,  f abide] k  aliqua 
&  Jiylus  totus  pene  diverfits  reperiuntnf.  The 
Tame  Author  fays,  there  ought  not  to  be  the 
leaf!:  Fault  in  any  of  the  Simples,  that  en¬ 
ter  that  Compolition,  fpeaking  of  Treacle 
Vhiv.m  enim  tinius  Medicamenii  totnm  Compoji - 
tionem  evert  it a 

t  Every  Body  knows  the  great  Abtife  in 
:|the  Choice  of  Vipers,  and  that  of  the  Mala- 
path  rim,*  which  not  one  in  an  hundred  makes 
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a  right  life  of*,  befides  this,  the  Myrrh  weuie, 
fetting  alide  the  fmell,  is  nothing  like  that 
deierio  dby  Diojcorides ,  but  rather  Bdelliants , 
whereas  the  Troglotick  is  the  fame,  and  we 
have  no  Opo-Balfamnm ,  true  Cojhis ,  Sch&nanth , 
DiSamny  of  Crete,  or  Falernian  Wi ne.  The  ge¬ 
nerality  of  the  Opium  us'd  at  this  Day,  is  no¬ 
thing  near  fo  fine,  or  good  as  Mathioltfs  re¬ 
lates,  and  fcarce  feems  to  be  like  what 
Diojcorides  defcribes  :  For  it  is  a  perfect 
Meconium  at  this  Day,  as  may  be  evidently 
Proved,  • 

The  Mithridate  commonly  met  faith  inr 
the  Shops,  is  in  the  fame  Condition,  having; 
the  fame  Faults  and  Imperfections,  and! 
therefore  ought  to  be  rejected,  being  too  hot 
and  acrid  for  the  Intentions  it  is  generally 
Prefcrib’d,  confequently  it  wants  a  con¬ 
siderable  Reformation,  or  elfe  ought  to  be 
expung’d  the  Difpevfatory. 

T  h  e  Confection  of  Alkermes ,  altho’ ve : 
ry  prudently  divefted  of  its  Perfumes  nov 
a-days,  is  a  Competition  very  unartfull}; 
Invented  and  Defcrib’d  by  the  Arabians  t  anc 
very  little  Reform’d  and  Amended  by  th 
Moderns,  who  ftill  clofely  purfue  the  Er 
rors  of  the  Arabian  Fhyjiciafis  :  Indeed  thi 
Lapis  Larnli  has  been  long  fince  thrown  ou 
and  there  remains  little  behind  in  this  Me 
dicine,  which  bears  a  high  Name,  be 
what  we  may  expeCt  from  the  Juice  or  Sy 
rup  of  the  Chermes-Berry  with  better  Su* 
cels  *.  for  as  to  the  AloesWood,  we  know  litt 

j  j 

or  nothing  of  it,  and  the  Leaf-Gold  ther 
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in,  is  a  meer  Amufement  to  Deceive  the 
Credulous.  Rovdeletius  inftead  of  fpeaking 
in  its  Praife  gives  a  fevere  Caution  againft 
the  Ufe  of  it,  which  is  Back’d  by  Mr.  Fer- 
rzV,aPhyficianof  Tboloufe ,  who  blames  Phy- 
ficians  for  the  too  plentiful  Prefer ibing  there- 
of :  See  the  Annotations  and  Obfervations  of 
Mr.  Guillemeau .  The  Confeft  of  Hyacinth 
bears  a  great  Refemhlance  to  this,  only  that 
the  la  ft  Teems  to  be  endowed  with  no  Cor¬ 
dial  Virtue  at  all :  Notwithanding  the  great 
Boafts  made  of  it,  from  the  Fragments  of 
Pr  ecious-Stones,  that  enter  the  Compofiti- 
on,  by  the  fplendid  fhew  of  which,  together, 
with  the  Leaf- Gold,  many  are  induced  to 
believe  it  is  capable  of  performing 'Wonders, 
A  s  I  was  treating  of  Mitbridate ,  I  muft 
take  the  Liberty  to  return  to  the  Subject,  to 
fhew  that  when  Pompey  found  the  Receipt 
thereof  written  in  Mitbridate s  own  Hand, 
after  the  Defeat  of  that  Prince,  which  he  e- 
fteerrfd  as  a  vaulable  Secret  •  it  was  Com¬ 
pounded  but  of  very  few  Simples,  and'thofe 
very  common  ones  according  to  the  follow¬ 
ing  Dijtick. 

Antidotus  vero  multis  Mithridatica  fertur 
Conj'ociata  JSAodis^  fed  mctgnus  ferinia  Regis 
Cum  rapperet  Viilor ,  vilem  deprendit  in  illis 
Synth  e/in. /,  Q?  nulgatd  fails  Aiedicamina  rift  i 
Pis  denww  rut<£  folium ,  fahs  gfi  brevegranum 
Juglandxfq:  duos ,  totidem  cum  corp ore  ficus: 
N&C  or^enie  die  pauco  confperfa  Ly&o 
Sumebat  metuens 3  dederatq,  pocula  tutor. 
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T  his  Compolition  then  confifted,  only 
of  two  Walnuts,  two  Figs,  Twenty  leaves 
of  Rue  Ramp’d  together,  with  a  little  Salt^ 
and  this  was  reckon’d  a  fovereign  Antidote 
againft  any  maglignant  Air  for  24  Hours 
together,  it  being  fufficient  for  three  or  four 
Morning  Doles,  drinking  after  it  a  Glafs  of 
pfhite  Wine 

The  next  thing  to  be  enquir’d  into,  is  to: 
know  the  Reafbn,  why  you  {till  admit  Leaf-  [ 
Gold  into  feveral  Preparations,  fince  yon 
very  well  know  it  is  neither  Cordial,  Corro¬ 
borative,  Alterative,  or  does  it  any  wife  con¬ 
tribute  to  the  Nutrition  of  the  Parts  accord¬ 
ing  to  Galen ,  in  his  Commentary  on  the 
firft  Book  of  Hippocrates ,  de  rations  Viet  us  m 
Acutis.  It  can  by  no  Means  be  call’d  an: 
Alterative,  in  that  the  natural  Difpofition  1 
of  the  Body  cannot  be  affected  by  Reafon  of 
the  SoliSity  of  its  Parts,  fo  that  it  can  nei~  | 
ther  heat  or  cool,  dry  or  moiften  the  folid,, 
or  fluid  Parts,  and  how  it  becomes  Purga¬ 
tive  I  cannot  imagine*,  all  which  makes  good 
what  Julius  C&far  Scaliger ,  fays  in  his  Exer- 
citatlons  againft  Cardan  Exerc.  272.  There 
ought  to  be  fome  Refemblance,  fome  like- 
nefs.in  Configuration  of  Parts  ■,  between 
what  gives  the  Nutriment,  and  the  Bodjr 
that  receives  it.  Metals  are  proper  to  unite 
with,  and  feed  Metals,  but  are  imeompati- 
ble,  and  foreign  to  the  fubfi  (fence  and  in- 
creafe  of  Animals.  If  Gold  is  good  in  any 
Difeafe,  it  muft  certainly  be  fo  in  the 
jByvochondriack ,  Melancholy ,  efpecially  wlienn 

'  it: 
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it  is  'admmiftred,  not  as  the  Arabians , 
in  Pills  or  Powders,  or  as  the  Chymifts  in 
Potions  like  their  Aurum  Potabile ,  but  plen¬ 
tifully  in  Specie,  or  Golden  Showers  ;  nay, 
if  the  Phyfician  cou’d  but  prefcribe  Bank 
Bills,  his  prefcriptions  would  infallibly  Cure 
all  the  Vapours  in  Town.  This  is  a  Specificity 
even  againft  South-Sea  Head-Ach,  which,  is 
otherwife  an  incurable  Difeafe. 

And  here  I  cannot  forbear  to  hint  at 
the  prefent  ufe  of  Ivory,  that  is  ftill  con¬ 
tinued,  and  recommended  in  many  good 
Medicines,  when  every  Body  knows,  and  is 
thoroughly  perfwaded  that  Harts-Horn,  has 
an  hundred  times  the  Virtue,  fince  the  o- 
ther  neither  difcovers  Smell  or  Tafte,  or 
any  Quality  .  to  recommend  it  for  an  ef¬ 
ficacious  Medicine  •  feveral  Phyficians  have 
long  lince  exploded  it,  as  Durel  Hautin-, 
Mercuriality  Baccius,  Sylvaticm  Erajhis ,  Al¬ 
bert  m,  Sebizius,  and  others;  but  Ambrofi  Pa- 
rey,  by  dint  of  Reafon  and  Experience  re¬ 
futes,  all  the  pretended  and  imaginary  Qua¬ 
lities  ailign’d  to  this  ufelefsand  infignificant 
Drug. 

Therefore  it  becomes  more  my  Admi¬ 
ration  ,  that  Gentlemen  who  have  con- 
fiilted,  and  weigh’d  all  thefe  things  toge¬ 
ther  in  the  Balance  of  Reafon,  fhould  ftill 
continue  the  Ufe  of  many  ufelefs,  and  ex¬ 
travagant  Drugs,  which  are  now  d’irefted  in 
the  feveral  Compolitions  of  your  Difpenfa- 
tory ,  many  of  which  are  rarely,  or  not  to 
be  got  at  all,  and  others  at  a  very  dear  Rate. 

and 
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mi  good  for  little  or  nothing  •  the  fir  ft  of 
which  I  mean,  is,  the  Bone  of  a  Stags  Heart, 
the  others  are  Ambergreefe,  Musk,  and  Be- 
zoar  fo  frequently  prefcribed  on  all  Occafi- 
ons,  in  the  laft  of  which  there  are  fo  many 
vile  Cheats  practic’d,  that  it  is  a  pity  it 
*  fhould  lye  in  the  power  of  avaritious,  and 
defigning-Men  to  Cozen  and  Deceive  the 
Wbrld,  with  fuch  vile  Frauds. 

Two  Farts  in  three  of  theBezoar,of  which 
is  fold  and  made  Ufe  of  in  the  Shops  is,  Fa¬ 
ctitious,  and  the  other '  that  is  Natural,  is 
only  fit  to  Deceive  fuch  as  are  willing  to  be 
Deceiv’d,  and  take  a  Pleafure  to  be  carry’d 
down  with  the  Stream  of  popular  Errors.  As 
to  the  Factitious,  it  is  generally  made  up  of 
GallStones ,  found  in  the  Gall-Bladders  of 
Oxen,  &c.  and  Lemnian  Earth  findlyground 
with  a  little  Ambergreefe ,  and  fo  form’d  in¬ 
to  Stones  of  various  Sizes  and  Figures ,  and 
thus  the  fubtle  Artift  cheats  the  Apothecary 
with  his  Counterfeit  Stone,  and  the  Phyfict- 
an  comes  into  the  Confederacy,  by  prefcrih- 
ing  his  Bezoartick  Bolus,  or  Powder  to 
pick  the  Patient’s  Pocket :  This  fallacy  up¬ 
on  the  credulous  Sick,  will  in  a  little  time 
become  as  defpicable,  as  the  vain  Pretenti¬ 
ons  of  the  Alchymijts ,  with  their  Aurum  Pota- 
tabile ,  their  Sulphur  of  Metals ,  and  Powder  of 
Projection ,  with  which  they  Bubble  the  Ig¬ 
norant,  and  blind  the  Eyes  of  the  more 
difcerning  part  of  Mankind. 

I  Hope  to  God,  that  you  Gentlemen, 
who  have  both  Honour,  Juftice  and  Judg¬ 
ment, 
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ment  will  put  a  flop  to  thefe  Deceits  where- 
by  the  People  are  Cheated  with  falfe  Medi¬ 
cines,  which  under  the  pompous  Pretenfi- 
ons  of  curing  more  Effe&iially,  are  made 
a  Handle  of,  to  extract  Gold  and  Silver  from 
the  Patients  Purfe:  A  Reformation  of  thefe 
things  would  be  a  great  Advantage  to  all 
Parties,  and  who  can  we  expert  it  from,  but 
your  learned  Body,  who  by  your  Example, 
and  Authority  have  Power  to  Reform,  and 
at  the  fame  time  inform  the  World  what 
your  Opinions  are  in  relation  to  fuch  coft- 
ly  Drugs,  as  Bezoar ,  and  whether  the  good 
Effects  and  Virtues  thereof  are  anfwerable 
to  the  Phyficians  Expectation,  and  that  of  the 
Patient  *,  if  not,  that  you  wou'd  ingenioufly 
declare  this  Stone  naturally,  as  brought 
from  India ,  and  unfophifticated  hath  no 
more  Virtue  than  fome  of  our  Foreign  Earths, 
or  Domeftick  Chalks. 

I  t  is  pretended  by  the  Advocates  for  this 
Stone,  that  it  is  a  moft  noble  Alexipbarmickf 
and  is  both  Cordial  and  Sndorifick ,  tho"  it 
does  not  appear  from  the  Compofition  of 
its  Parts,  being  Grofs  and  Earthy,  how  it 
can  encreafe  or  otherwife  alter  the  Motion 
of  the  Blood,  or  exhilerate  the  Spirits, 
which  it  feems  not  tohave  power  to  fortifie, 
and  fupport.  If  this  be  fo  then,  let  us  fub- 
mit  to  the  force  of  Truth,  which  we  find 
publiih’d  in  the  Writings  of  fome  of  the 
beft  Phyficians  of  Europe ,  which  Mr.  Guy- 
hen  hath  accurately  quoted  •,  let  us  fiibmht 
Opinion,  I  lay  to  Truth,  which  is  one  and 

the 
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the  fame  throughout  the  World.  Nic,  Bcc- 
cangelinns  Phyfician  to  the  Emprefs,  and 
a  very  knowing  Spaniard ,  in  a  Treatife  of  Ma¬ 
lignant  and  Pejfilential  Fevers.  Chap.  17,  Con¬ 
demn^  the  Ufe  of  Bezoar ,  thus  ;  feme  make 
up  Cordial  Powders  with  Bezoar ,  Pearl,  Coral , 
$cc.  which  ftrangely  Deceive  them,  for,  all 
thefe  things  encreafe  the  Obftru&ions,  which 
encourage  the  Fever,  the  Materials  being 
grofs,  earthy , and  Una£tive, foul  the  Stomach, 
clog  the  Laterals, and  ftop  the  Mefaraick  V ef- 
fels,  fo  that  the  Blood  which  is  Contaminated 
with  the  malignant  Vapours,  hath  not  power, 
hereby  to  refine  itfelf.  Hieron :  Rnleiis,a  learn¬ 
ed  Phyfician  of  Ravenna ,  in  his  Commenta¬ 
ries  on  the  7th  Chap,  of  the  3d  Book  of Celfits 
expofes  the  Cheat  after  this  manner  *,  I  own, 
fays  he,  having  often  prefcribkl  the  Bezoar 
Stone, in  Malignant, and  other  Fevers  tofeve- 
ral  Perfons  of  Quality, from  8  to  1 6  Grains,  I 
never  could  obferve  any  good  Effect  from  it, 
by  any  fenfible  Operation,  or  Amendment 
in  the  Patient  *,  but  this  we  commonly  Pre- 
fcribe  to  the  Rich  and  Great,  by  way  of  Com- 
•  plement,  it  being  very  dear  :  Befides  let 
me  Caution  you,  fays  he,  for  there  are  a 
great,  many  Counterfeit,  or  falfe  Stones, 
which  I  found  by  Experience  in  the  laft  Sick- 
nefs  of  Pope  Clement  the  8th,  fo  that  out  of 
forty,  which  were  brought  me,  I  coud  fcarce 
meet  with  one  good  one. 

MAR  T  J  A  A  US  a  Roman  Phyfician  in 
his*  Commentaries  upon  Hippocrates ,  fays, 
that  the  Bezoar  Stone  is  nothing  elfe,  but  a 
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rneer  Name  and  Opinion  without  afry  Virra 
tue,  which  he  knows  to  be  true  upon  re¬ 
peated  Tryals  •  Rodericks  a  Fonfeca ,  a  cele¬ 
brated  Profeilbr  at  Fadiia,  in  a  Tra£L  of  his 
on  Malignant  Fevers,  ingemioufly  owns,  that 
he  never  faw  any  laudable  Effect  from  it, 
tho’  he  had  frequently  us’d  it :  Johannes  Celle 
a  learned  Italian,  and  Phyfician  to  the  D.  of 
tJrbiito ,  in  a  Book  of  his  call'd  Co  fait  or  Me  di~ 
terns  ,or  a  large  Treatife  of  the  Bezoar  Stove, 
makes  fever e  Remarks  on  thofe,  Who  boaft  of 
the  Virtues  of  Bezoar ,  without  any  Reafbn, 
and  on  thofe  who  ufe  it  in  all  Difeafes,  like 
a  Stall  for  all  Horfes.  Theodoras  Angehitius 
fpeaking  of  the  Cure  of  Malignajit  Fevers , 
condemns  it  in  thefe  Words  $  I  ad  vife  all  Phy- 
licians*  fays  he,  againftthe  ufe  of  this  Stone, 
fince  it  is  a  Drug  that  is  good  for  nothing; 
at  the  belt*,  and  all  Men  of  fincerity,  who 
are  moft  worthy  of  Credit  confefs  it,  and  I 
myfelf  folemnly  proteft,  that  1  never  cou'd 
find  the  Sick  relieved  thereby,  how  eafie  it 
is,  then  for  every  one  to  Judge  of  the  Dan¬ 
ger  there  is  in  Confiding  in  fo  uncertain  and 
frivolous  a  Medicine,  when  the  Patient  la¬ 
bours  Under  a  Malignant  Fever,  inftead  of 
a  better  approved,  and  more  fucccfsful  Re¬ 
medy.  Thomas  Mhiadous ,  in  his  Book  of 
Fevers ,  fays  thus  $  I  cannot  fo  much,  as  ad¬ 
mit,  or  have  ever  met  with  any  occult  Qua¬ 
lity  in  this  Bezoar  Stone ,  by  Which  means 
it  could  prove  ferviceable  in  any  Kind  of 
Fevers  •  and  therefore  believe  they  are  all 
fabulous  Accounts,  and  old  Womens  Tales* 
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that  have  been  told  either  by  the  Arabians^ 
or  the  Moderns  •,  for  I  have  try’d  it  feveral 
Times  in  feveral  Difeafes,  without  finding 
any  Relief  or  Advantage  from  it.  Aloifm 
Mundella ,  in  his  Experiments  on  Jimple  Me - 
c Heines ,  confirms  what  all  the  reft  have  (aid, 
whom  I  have  quoted  before. 

Permit  me,  moft  excellent  and  learned 
Collegues,  to  fay  a  Word  or  two  about  the 
Drug  Seita,  which  enters  fo  many  of  your 
well  chofen  Compofilions,  and  which  I  have 
the  Vanity  to  think  you  have  not  all  met 
with  in  the  common  Treatifes  of  fviple  Me- 
dicines,xhoJ  the  Subject  fell  in  my  way,  when 
I  confulted  all  the  Authors  I  coul  d  then  come 
at  in  compiling  my  Hiftory  of  Drugs ,  from 
Voynet ,  Lemcry  Tournefort ,  See.  The  Semy 
which  Me fue  from  the  Perfans,  calls  Alai- 
zemer ,  is  a  Plant  or  Shrub,  the  Leaves, 
whereof  Refemble  thole  of  Liquor  ice, it  fhoots 
up  and  fpreads  with  many  fmall  Branches, 
which  are  very  pliant,  the  Flowers  are  yel¬ 
low,  with  certain  Threads  or  red  Streaks; 
underneath,  after  which  fiioot  forth  certain 
Follicula  or  Buds  clofely  folded,  which 
hang  upon  the  Plant,  by  a  fiender  Tail, 
which  is  very  fine,  and  naturally  fiat  $  thefe 
Buds  when  Ripe  cafily  fall  by  the  force  of 
the  "Wind,  and  contain  in  them  a  Seed  which 
is  of  a  greenifh  black  Colour,  and  fo  like 
the  Stone  of  a  Railin,  that  it  is  hard  to  know 
the  difference  *  Serapion  in  his  Book  oi 
Simples  fays,  thefe  Buds  are  longifli,  and  in 
form  of  a  Crofs,  in  which  the  Seed  is  lodg’d 
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|  They  are  much  Deceived,  who  think  that  the 
[  Tree  which  Theopbrajlus  calls  Colutea  to  be 
our  Seva  $  becaufe  the  Colutea  which  the 
French  call  Bagnevaitdier  bears  large  Follicu- 
les  or  Buds ,  which  the  Shepherds  and  Pe« 
fants  gather  to  feed  their  Cattle  with,  be- 
Ikies,  there  is  a  vaft  difference,  in  that  the 
Seva  is  an  Herb  or  Plant  that  lafts  but  a 
few  Months,  and  the  Bagnevaitdier  is  a  Tree 
that  continues  many  Years  ^  notwithftand- 
ing  which  the  fame  Virtues  have  been  afcrib- 
ed  to  the  laft,  as  to  that  of  Seva ,  and  the 
Merchant  impos’d  upon  as  well  as  the  Drug- 
gift  in  buying  the  one  for  the  other.  Mefue 
fays,  that  the  Sena  hath  much  more  Virtue 
and  Efficacy  in  the  Bud  than  the  Leaf,  efpe- 
cially  if  of  the  Dark  green  Colour  a  little 
bitterifh,  ftiptick  and  aftringent  in  Taft, 
and  gather'd  when  frefh,  for  otherwife  the 
Virtue  is  loft.  The  white  Buds  are  good  for 
nothing,  the  green  Leaves,  better  than  the 
I  white,  and  the  thick  ones  than  the  thin,  but 
1  the  Stalks  of  no  Ufe  at  all  ^  and  this  agrees 
j  very  well  with  what  Matthiolus  writes  in 
his  learned  Commentaries  on  Diof corides,  he 
i  fays  indeed,  there  are  two  Sorts  of  thefe 
i  Buds,  the  one  of  which  is  gather'd  when  dry 
j  and  fallen  from  the  Plant,  which  have  no 
Virtue  in  them,  and  the  other  is  gathered 
upon  the  Plant  before  it  is  dry  and  wither'd^ 
and  thefe  are  thick  Leaves,  and  full  of  Sap, 
being  afterwards  skillfully  dry5d  in  the 
Shade.  •/  : 
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Mamrclus,  a  Phylician  of  Ferrara  main* 
tains,  that  the  Leaves  of  the  Sena  have  a 
greater  Purgative  Quality  than  the  Buds, 
but  then  he  takes  'em  for  fuch  as  dropt  from 
the  Tree  ready  dry’d  *,  but  Fernelius  who 
was  undoubtedly  a  more  knowing  Judge  of 
Medicine,  follows  Mefue  and  Matthioliis  in 
preferring  the  Buds  to  the  Leaves ,  and  Syl¬ 
vius  fubfc-ribes,  to  the  fame  Opinion,  in  his 
Commentaries  upon  Mefue ,  Whoever  hath 
a  Mind  to  life  the  Buds,  mull  obferve  this 
Defcriplion,  but  fuch  as  like  the  Leaves 
better,  mull  chufe  thofe  of  the  brighteft 
Colour,  large  and  frefh,  and  free  from  all 
Smell,  rejecting  the  pale  and  dead  Colour'd 
as  ufelefs.  Our  Druggifts  are  often  very 
negligent  in  mixing  all  together,  without 
Choice  or  Diftinetion.  With  fubmiffion  to 
the  more  learned,  I  think  we  generally  un¬ 
der  Dofe  this  Medicine  in  our  Compofitions, 
and  Frefcriptions.  Serapion  orders  from  a 
Dram,  to  two  Drams  in  Powder,  and  half 
an  Ounce  to  five  Drams  in  Deco&ion,  Aqu¬ 
arius  only  one  Dram,  and  in  Decodtion  half 
an  Ounce  •  Fernelius  directs  two  Drams  in 
Powder,  and  fix  in  Decodtion,  but  half  an 
Ounce  in  the  Infufion.  Your  London  Dz- 
fpenfatory  prefcribes  only  a  Scruple  of  Sena 
in  Powder,  and  half  a  Scruple  of  Rhularb 
and  Polypody  in  feven  Drams  of  Eletfuarium 
Catholicum ,  and  two  Drams  only  in  the  De¬ 
ed  ebon  of  Gere 071 ,  and  in  the  Lenitive  E- 
Plliia  y  to  one  Ounce  a  Dram  of  Sena,  with  a 
Scruple  of  that  and  Polypody  in  Decodtion,  in 
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the  larger  compound  Powder  of  Sem7  half 
a  Dram,  and  in  the  lefs  24  Grains.  Ti  e 
Magifterial  Syrup  of  Apples  hath  a  Dram  of 
Sena  to  an  Ounce,  but  the  Purging  fiyrup 
only  a  Scruple  infus’d  to  fix  Drams'  Syrup 
of  Rofes  with  Sena  hath  indeed  a  Dram  to 
fix  Drams  of  the  Syrup.  I  fhall  conclude 
this  Head,  with  the  form  of  a  Purging  Potion 
of  Senay  from  an  eminent  Phyfidan  of  our 
own,  who  Practiced  upwards  of  fixty  Years, 

Take  of  fine  Sem9  cut  fmall  fix  Drams, 
Salt  of  Tartar  two  Drams^  Juice  of  Lemons 
one  Ounce,  white  Wine  four  Ounces,  in- 
fufe  fix  or  feven  Hours,  in  a  Glafs  Vefle], 
then  ftrain,  and  infufe  therein  all  Night  £- 
leflnary  of  Carthamnm  three  Drams,  the  Juice 
of  Apples  one  Ounce  :  In  the  Morning  cla- 
rifie  this  with  the  white  of  an  Egg,  and  to 
the  {train’d  Liquor,  add  Syrup  of  Rofes , 
with  Agarickfix  Drams,  Cinamon-W ater  two 
Drams,  the  zeft  of  half  an  Orange  Peel. 
Notwithftanding  the  large  Quantity  of  Sena^ 
this  is  a  Medicine  of  a  nice  and  delicate  O- 
peration,  without  giving  Gripes  or  Colxdc, 
and  yet  moves  Ten  or  Twelve  times. 

In  order  to  introduce  our  Antidot  ana, ,  it 
may  not  be  amifs  to  give  a  Specimen  of  the 
Reformation  of  two  grand  Prefcriptior  s, 
which  I  have  already  hinted  at  to  be  faulty, 
in  the  Pharmacopeia  Londinenfs ,  viz  The 
Confect  of  AlkeryieSy  and  that  of  hyacinth 
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T/^  Confection  of  Alkermes  Reformed 

Take  the  Juice  of  Kermes,  fweet  Ap~ 
pies,  and  Rafpberries,  of  each  ftrain’d  ifeij. 
Sugar  of  Roles  ibij,  mix  and  by  a  gentle  Fire 
boil  to  the  Confidence  of  Honey,  The  A- 
peritive  Saffron,  or  Crocus  Martis  ^iij,  red 
Rofe  Buds  reduc’d  to  a  Powder,  after  ha- 
\ring  been  firft  fteep’d  in  Juice  of  Lemons 
^vi,  Pearl ,  Coral ,  Crabs  Eyes  and  burnt  Hart's- 
Horn  Levigated  with  Oil  of  Tartar  per  De- 
liq $  of  each  five  Drams,  Citron  *  Sanders  and 
Bezoar ,  or  Contrayerva  St  one ,  of  each  $  fs, 
Musk  and  Amhergreefe  may  be  added,  at  the 
Difcretion  of  the  Phyfician,  but  it  is  Judg¬ 
ed  much  better  to  be  left  out.  This  Com- 
pofition  is  preferable  to  that  of  the  Shops, 
for  the  Intentions  aim’d  at,  being  more 
Cordial  and  Specifical  to  drive  away  Melan¬ 
choly  and  the  Malignity  of  the  Bilous  Juices, 
befides  it  is  better  appropriated  to  flop 
Fluxes,  and  to  reftore  Strength*

Peel  dry’d  of  each  fife,  Betony  and  red 
Rofe  Flowers,  of  each  5 i ,  Sorrel  and  Pur- 
flane  Seed,  of  each  9ij  burnt  Hart’s  Horn, 
yellow  Sanders,  and  white  Amber,  of  each 
^ij,  Magiftery  of  Pearl  and  Coral,  and 
Crahs-Eyes  prepar’d,  of  each  3vi  Bole,  Lem¬ 
ma?! 
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nian  and  Silefian  Earths,  of  each  Saf¬ 
fron  9iv,  Camphore  9i,  Tinfture  of  Kermes- 
Berries,  extracted  in  Juice  of  Lemon,  and 
reduc’d  to  the  Confiftence  of  Honey  $ij  *,  all 
thefe  being  rightly  mix'd,  and  brought  to  a 
Powder,  may  be  made  into  a  Mafs  or  Electu¬ 
ary,  with  Syrup  of  Lemons,  Mulberries* 
&c. 

N.  B.  In  this  Compofition,  inftead  of  the 
Fragments  of  Precious  Stones,  or  the  Hya* 
cinth,  our  Author  has  made  Choice  of  the 
Seed  which  Diofcorides  ferns  defcrib'd,  Book  4. 
Chap .  58.  The  Seed  of  the  Hyacinth ,  fays  he, 
is  Aftrin gent,  and  Proper  for  the  Competiti¬ 
on  of  Treacles,  Myrrh  is  omitted,  becaufe  of 
its  ingrateful  Tafte,  and  as  to  the  Perfumers 
of  Musk  and  Ambergreefe ,  they  may  be  added 
at  the  Difcretion  of  the  Prefcriber.  But  this 
EleCtuary  feems  better  adapted,  than  that 
of  the  Shops,  being  more  Cordial  and  Refto- 
rative,  and  may  be  us'd  with  good  EffeCt 
in  Malignant  Difentery’s  and  profufe  Di  - 
arrhsa's,  as  alfb  Peftilential  Fevers,  Small- 
Pox,  &c.

I  DefigiTd  to  have  given  you  Sir  Walter 
Rarvleigh  s  great  Cordial  from  the  original 
Manufcript,  which  you  have  taken  into  your 
jDzfpevfatory  from  Bates ,  but  the  Variations 
are  fo  g^reat,  and  the  Articles  fo  Numerous, 
I  refer  em  to  a  larger  Work,  and  fhall  give 
you  Sir  Walter  Rarrleigb's  grand  Diaphore- 
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tick,  taken  from  Holten ,  who  liv'd  with  hint, 
and  alfo  Sir  Kenelm  Digby's  two  fudorifick 
Waters,  Vegetable  and  Mineral,  appropri¬ 
ated  to  all  burning  Malignant  Fevers  and 
Peftilential  Difeafes. 

Rawleigh's  Diaphoretick. 

Take  Mercury  fublimate  ifei.  Crude 
Antimony,  or  rather  the  Regulus  ifeij* 
Grind  them  well  on  a  Marble,  till  a  Fume 
begin  to  arife,  then  put  the  Mixture  into  a 
Bolt-Head  or  Matrafs,  -place  this  in  a  Cel¬ 
lar,  and  let  it  ftand  1 5  or  20  Hours,  till  it 
runds  into  Butter,  put  that  into  a  Glafs  A- 
lembiclc,  and  diftill  till  nothing  will  come 
over  ^  encreafe  the  Fire  till  a  certain  white 
Matter  appears Tublim’d  on  the  Upper  part, 
or  Head  of  the  Alembick  *5  then  ceafe  till 
the  VefTels  are  cold,  and  keep  the  white 
Sublimate  a  part,  or  feparate,  but  the  Reli- 
dence  remaining  in  the  bottom  is  tobe  divi¬ 
ded  into  two  equal  Parts,  of  which  take  one 
half,  and  all  the  Sublimate  gain’d  before, 
to  this  pour  the  Water  which  afcended  in  the 
firft  Diftillation  :  Drive  this  till  nothing 
further  will  Diftil,  and  the  Veflel  being 
cool,  the  Magma ,  or  Caput  Mortum ,  with  what 
is  Sublimed  mult  be  Ground  together  in  a 
Glafs  Mortar,  and  Water  put  in  therewith 
to  the  Alembick  :  Drive  this  over  again, 
and  Repeat  it  7  or  8  times,  but  give  a  large 
degree  of  Fire  to  the  laft,  that  the  Subli¬ 
mation  may  be  exactly  Regular:  The  Glaf- 
fes  being  cold  Collect  your  Sublimate,  then 

Grind 


Grind  it  again  on  a  Marble,  and  in  a  final! 
iublimating  Furnace ,  fublime  it  Thirty 
or  Forty  times,  Grinding  it  fine,  every  time, 
theoftener  the  better*,  the  laft  time  it  muft 
be  reduc'd  to  an  impalpable  Powder,  and 
put  it  into  a  Silver  or  Gold  Veffel,  1 6 
which  pour  the  beft  Spirit  of  Wine,  and 
burn  it,  reiterating  this  Work  Seven  or 
Eight  times,  at  laft  you  will  have  a  per  fed: 
dry  Powder,  lobe  given  from  6  to  1 2  Grains- 
this  was  a  kind  of  Panacea  to  Ralegh ,  and 
given  in  Rheumatifms,  Small-Pox,  Plague- 
Malignant  Fevers,  and  all  cutaneous  Di« 

feafes.  It  moyes  powerfully  to  Sweat.

Take  of  the  Roots  of  Scorzonera,  Genti¬ 
an,  Elicampane,  Cinquefoil,  Tormentil,  Cy¬ 
prus,  Ariftolochius  of  both  Kinds,  of  each  |iva 
Zedoary  §iij,the  Husks  ofgreen  Walnuts 
of  the  Leaves  of  the  Orange  and  Lemon-Tr<?e, 
Bay,  Bafil  and  Scordium,  of  each  M.  iv,  the 
outward  Rind  of  Lemons  and  Oranges,  of 
each  ^x,  Juniper-Berries  §viij.

T  a  k  e  of  Crude  Antimony,  ground  to  a 
fubtle  Powder  §i,  Salt  of  Tartar  3vi,mix  well, 
and  put  them  together  for  fome  Days,  in  a 
moHt  Place,  fhake  often,  and  at  laft  they 
will  dry':,  Repeat  this  two  or  three  times,  at 
laft  Grind  this  finely,  put  it  into  a  Philofo- 
phicalEgg,  bury  it  in  a  Sand  heat,  or  ra¬ 
ther  a  Reverberatory,  fix  or  {even  Days,  at 
laft  give  a  Fire  of  the  fourth  degree  of  'Heat,

This  was  firft  intro¬ 
duced  into  France?  in  1602,  and  much  pre- 
fcrib’d  by  the  Phyficians  at  Paris ,  in  the 
P1-4.GUE  there  at  that  Time,  when  it 
proved  of  excellent  Service.  The  Root  is 
tuherofe  and  knotty,  (hooting  Forth  many 
HJurs  or  Fibres  of  a  yellowifh,  or  rather 
brown  Colour,  which  when  chew’d  gives  an 
Aroma  tick  flavour,  and  leaves  an  heat  upon 
the  Tongue,  tho’  no  bitternefs,  or  ftipticity 
is  obfervable.  This  grows  in  both  the  hi- 
dies,  but  mod  plentifully  in  the  JFeft,  in  the 
Kingdom  of  Pern ,  and  that  Part  call'd  Ci- 
arche  and  Tonftuglar.  The  Indians  life  it  for 
Sallet  ♦,  they  much  covet  the  Root,  which
